While 2010 was another banner year for Chicago’s music scene, 2011 is shaping up to be even better. Already on the 
slate are impressive sophomore albums from a pair of rockers (Smith Westerns and Disappears, both of whom man- 
age to improve upon fantastic debut efforts), the first solo effort from Fall Out Boy singer/guitarist Patrick Stump 
and the latest mixtape from Gary-born rapper Freddie Gibbs, who somehow extricated himself from a life of crime 
and now finds himself poised to enter the pop culture mainstream. Here, in no particular order, are 15 acts we expect 
you’ll be hearing from as the year ticks away andy downing is a redeye special contributor. 


This Is Cinema 

Specializing in wobbly, 
psych-rock anthems such 
as “Shine Whole,” a dizzy- 
ing mix of synthesizers, 
gurgling bass and sonic 
white noise that sounds 
something like a parade 
passing by an open win- 
dow, this local crew is 
poised for a breakout. 


Disappears 

Though the minimalist rockers will be 
buoyed in concert by the (temporary) 
presence of Sonic Youth’s Steve Shelley 
on drums, former 90 Day Men guitarist 
Brian Case remains the band’s primary 
weapon as it prepares for the Jan. 18 
release of its reverb-heavy sophomore 
effort. 


In Tall Buildings 

Erik Hall, who also plays guitar in the long- 
running jazz-rock sextet NOMO, allowed a 
slightly quieter side to emerge on his solo 
debut as In Tall Buildings. Dense and tex- 
tured, the 2010 recording swings from the 
jaunty “The Way to a Monster’s Lair” to the 
minimalist “Flemishing,” which unfolds 
over a hypnotic nine-plus minutes. Expect 
further growth on Hall’s sophomore effort, 
which he’s currently recording. 


Pet Lions 

On the scene since 2008, this power-pop quar- 
tet has never lacked for confidence. “She ain’t 
coming home with you,” singer Karl Ostby 
sneered on “I Will Track You Down.” “She’s 
coming home with me.” But it’s a more mature 
side that emerges on the recently-released 
“Houses,” streaming free at petlions.com. 


This Parisian transplant, who em- 
igrated to New York City in 2008 
before eventually settling in 
Chicago, pens moody tunes that 
rival epic mood swings. Witness 
“Deportation Blues,” which 
opens in muted tones before the 
guitars and Meckler begin snarl- 
ing at one another in a stagger- 
ing climax. 
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Bailiff 

With any luck, the trio’s long- 
marinating debut will contain 
at least one song as epic as 
“What I Was,” the sludgy, ston- 
er-rock monster that anchored 
the band’s 2007 debut EP. 



P. Jericho 

An R&B singer with his roots 
in the church choir, R Jericho 
strays far from the pews on 
bump-and-grind numbers 
like "Look At Her Go,” a flashy 
club cut designed to get those 
Saturday night dance floors 
heaving Contrast that with 
a stripped-down cover of 
"Redemption Song,” which the 
singer delivers like a reflective 
Sunday morning prayer 



Rockie Fresh 

The youthful rapper, who fre- 
quently rhymes over space-age 
industrial beats, flashes ample 
microphone skills ("I run the 
town/I see right through these 
babies like an ultrasound,” he 
spits on "Rockie Go Get Urn ’) 
and a subtle-yet-effective sense 
of humor (titling a song about 
patience "A.C. Green”). 



California Wives 

The band swings comfortably 
between fuzzy dance cuts and 
moodier, shoegazer anthems, 
while songs like "Blood Red 
Youth ’ prove the quartet knows 
its way around a hook. 



Smith Westerns 

These ambitious youngsters completed their self-titled debut with 
a four-track recorder and a nothing budget. For their forthcoming 
sophomore effort, "Dye It Blonde” (Fat Possum), the trio decamped 
to a New York City studio with a real producer (Chris Coady) and 
emerged with a dreamier, more expansive follow-up. 




Magical Beautiful 

This quartet of Brian Eno- 
worshipping sonic alchemists craft 
atmospheric noise collages that often 
sound as though they could’ve been 
cobbled together in "Inception’s” 
dream-within-a-dream world. 


Hot Machines 

This scuzzy trio, which reunites three 
of the city’s premier garage-rock noise- 
makers-Alex White (White Mystery), 
Jered Gummere (The Ponys) and Matt 
Williams (Lover)-plans to release its of- 
ficial debut sometime this summer. 




I Fight Dragons 

If Fred Savage’s video game-obsessed character in the 1989 film 
"The Wizard” had grown up and started a band, it might sound 
something like this chiptune crew, which currently is in the 
midst of recording a major-label debut awash in the digital blips 
and beeps of the 8-bit, Nintendo universe. 



Patrick stump 

The Fall Out Boy singer/guitarist’s solo 
debut, "Soul Punk,” which is expected 
to surface early this year, likely will be 
miles removed from the local crew’s pop- 
punk output. Indeed, a handful of leaked 
tracks find Stump tempering his punk 
roots with fractured R&B and elements 
of blue-eyed soul. 



Lupe Fiasco 

Four years after he released his sopho- 
more effort, the West Side native, who’s 
evolved into a ferocious live perform- 
er (witness his epic afternoon set at 
Lollapalooza 2008, which ended with 
him collapsing exhausted into the arms 
of a mate), makes a long-awaited return 
to the scene with his forthcoming third 
album, "Lasers.” Here’s hoping the title 
references a return of the sharpened fo- 
cus Fiasco displayed on his near-classic 
debut. 



•Bonus* Rhymefest 

A bonus 16th entry and the lone person 
on this list whose 2011 might be defined 
by something that happens completely 
outside the musical sphere. The rapper, 
whose songs have long contained ele- 
ments of political and social activism, is 
campaigning to become the 20th Ward 
Alderman.
